In  some  cases,  students  have 
become  emotionally  involved  in  the  selling 
process  and  signed  contracts  that  were 
beyond  their  financial  means,  and  actual 
needs. 

“An  effective  salesman  will  try  to 
persuade  a student  to  sign  a contract  now! 
An  effective  buyer  will  always  resist  signing 
a contract  now,  in  order  that  he  may  have 
time  to  think  about  his  purchase  and

The  President  told  newsmen  he  could 
not  attend  Nasser’s  funeral  because  the 
United  States  and  Egypt  have  not 
maintained  diplomatic  relations  since  the 
1967  Arab-Israeli  war. 

Other  members  of  the  U.S.  delegation 
were  not  immediately  announced.  Some 
officials  said  Secretary  of  State  William  P. 
Rogers  might  go,  but  Nixon  made  it  clear 
he  would  not  lead  the  delegation. 

CAIRO  (UPI)  — The  leaderless  Arab 
world  mourned  Egyptian  President  Gamal 
Abdel  Nasser  today  with  solemn 
processions  of  weeping,  black-clad  figures 
moving  through  the  streets  carrying  huge 
portraits  of  Nasser  and  garlands  of  flowers. 
The  anxious  world  feared  new  Mideast 
chaos. 

THE  DEATH  of  Nasser  Monday  from  a 
heart  attack  at  the  age  of  52  appeared  to 
have  ended  for  the  moment  any  hopes  of 
an  early  settlement  of  the  conflict  with 
Israel  and  brought  the  U.S.  peace  initiative 
to  an  abrupt  halt.  There  was  uncertainty 
and  fear  of  the  future. 

Arab  kings  and  presidents  converged  on 
Cairo  fro  the  Thursday  funeral.  The  Soviet 
Union  announced  that  Premier  Alexai  N. 
Kosygin  would  attend-and  that  Russian 
military  and  economic  aid  would  continue 
through  these  “difficult  days.” 


(salesmen)  don’t  consider  the  capability  or 
end  result.”  They  don’t  ask,  “are  they 
really  being  of  service  or  are  they  only 
after  the  commission?”  he  said. 

Mrs.  Leah  Parker,  ASBYU  receptionist, 
reported  that  she  received  some  50  calls 
last  year  from  students  asking  how  to 
nullify  a contract. 

One  BYU  co-ed  from  California  told  the 
Daily  Universe  that  she  narrowly  escaped 
from  her  commitment  of  $311  worth  of 
pots  and  pans  recently. 

She  admitted  the  40  per  cent  off  was 
“irresistible”  although  “I  had  to  sign  the 
contract  right  then  and  there  before  I left.” 

After  several  telephone  calls  back  and 
forth  to  her  parents  and  the  salesman  in 
California,  she  was  released  from  her 
obligation,  “although  she  could  have  been 
legally  held  to  it,”  reported  the  salesman. 

“I’ve  learned  a lesson.  I’m  not  going  to 
sign  anything  unless  I’ve  slept  on  it  for 
several  days,”  said  the  co-ed.  “If  you  can’t 
afford  it,  it’s  not  a bargain.” 

One  BYU  junior  complained  about  a 
“real  short  contract,  but  so  cleverly 
worded,”  in  a recent  visit  by  a magazine 
salesman.  “I  spent  45  minutes  with  the 
salesman  before  I finally  caught  on.” 

Another  co-ed  received  several  letters 
requiring  her  to  appear  in  court  in  another 
state  to  meet  her  obligation  after  she  tried 
to  ignore  the  contract  she  had  signed.  Her 
age  (17  years)  “saved”  her.

obligation  when  not  under  the  persuasive 
influence  of  the  salesman. 

“In  the  State  of  Utah,  male  students  over 
21  and  female  students  18  years  or  over 
have  the  right  to  enter  into  binding 
contracts.  If  after  signing  a contract  you 
find  you  can’t  meet  the  demands  of  the 
contract,  you  will  still  be  obligated.  Many 
times  contracts  are  sold  to  a finance 
company  and  your  contract  is  with  a 
finance  company  and  not  the  salesman. 

“Be  wise  in  the  commitment  you  make 
relative  to  your  money  or  the  money  that 
parents  or  others  have  given  you  to  further 
your  education.  Occasionally,  students 
have  had  to  discontinue  school  and  find 
work  in  order  to  meet  their  contractural 
obligations.” 

Provo  Attorney  Robert  Moody  said  that 
Utah  has  adopted  the  Uniform  Consumer 
Credit  Code  which  provides  a three  day 
“cooling  off’  period  for  the  signer  to 
legally  rescind  his  contract. 

Attorney  Gary  Stott  added  that 
contracts  signed  in  the  office  or  home  of 
the  salesman  were  exempt  from  the  72 
hour  “cooling  off’  provision. 

A local  salesman  labeled  the  complaints 
as  “an  individual’s  lack  of  maturity  . . .” 

“In  my  opinion,  nobody  can  be  forced 
to  buy  anything,”  he  added.  “Some  do 
yield  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  offer, 
then  second  guess  and  try  to  take  the  easy 
way  out.”

LDS  art  shown  in  NY  City

An  LDS  Art  exhibit  never 
before  shown  entitled  “Historic 
Panorama”  by  C.C.A.  Christensen 
was  recently  exhibited  at  the 
famed  Whitney  Museum  in  New 
York  City.  The  exhibit  is  a 
pictorial  account  of  this  artists’s 
trek  west  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Christensen  was  born  in 
Copenhagen  in  1831,  and 
converted  at  the  age  of  19.  Seven 
years  later— in  1857— he  came  to 
America  with  his  wife.  They 
found  their  way  to  the  LDS 
colony  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  and 
from  there  set  out  on  foot  with 
other  followers  of  the  faith  for 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Christensen  had  been  trained  in 
the  art  academies  of  Copenhagen 
even  before  his  conversion,  and  it 
is  said  that  he  somehow  managed 
to  bring  his  brushes  and  paints 
with  him  to  Salt  Lake  despite  the 
hard  conditions  of  travel.  Once 
established  in  Salt  Lake,  he  began 
work  on  the  series  of  large 
historical  paintings  depicting  the 
ordeals  and  triumphs  of  the  LDS 
church.  The  22  works,  each  8 x 
10  feet,  were  completed  in  1890.

He  had 
them  sewn  together  as  a vast  roll, 
so  that  they  could  be  unfolded  in 
narrative  succession  when  he 
traveled  and  gave  lectures  on  LDS  .

As  an  LDS  Missionary  he 
lectured,  using  his  pictures  in 
place  of  slides,  looping  them  onto 
wall  hooks  and  unrolling  them  to 
view  them  one  at  a time.  In  1953 
his  descendants  gave  the  huge  reel 
to  Brigham  Young  University, 
which  has  now  permitted  this  first 
exhibition.  Carefully  rolled  up  all 
these  years,  the  muslin  has 
retained  its  brillant  color,  but  now 
the  pictures  cannot  serve  as.  slides, 
for  they  have  been  unstitched  and 
framed  separately. 

According  to  New  York  Times 
writer,  Hilton  Kramer,  “The 
paintings  were  conceived  purely 
for  didactic  purpose.  The 
Mormons  were  in  possession  of  a 
highly  dramatic  history,  which 
they  naturally  regarded  as  a 
vindication  of  their  spiritual 
mission.  Christensen’s  paintings 
were  designed  to  exalt  this 
mission,  to  illustrate  the  principal 
episodes  of  its  history,  and  to 
contribute  to  the  further 
propagation  of  the  faith.  Here  was 
art  conceived  as  form  of  religious 
instruction.” 

Kramer  goes  on  to  state  that, 
“Christensen  was,  however,  only 
one  of  the  first  of  a great  many 
narrative  artists  who  have  been 
drawn  to  this  historical  material. 
That  he  had  a certain  rough  talent 


narrative  is  undeniable.” 

In  the  May-June  issue  of  Art  In 
America , the  latest  writer  to  be 
attracted  to  the  history  of  the 
Saints  — Carl  Cramer— speaks  of 
Christensen’s  style  as  “superior  to 
that  of  most  of  the  painting  of  his 
time.”
